A BILL has been introduced into the Iowa legislature, and has 
been approved by the committee of each house, the purpose of 
which is to create an insurance department for the State of Iowa, 
as a special and separate department of State government. At 
present the Auditor performs the duties of Insurance Commissioner. 
The new bill defines the duties of the Commissioner to be sub- 
stantially the same as are required of such officer in other States 
having special insurance departments. There is a strong probabil- 
ity that this bill will become a law, and it is to be hoped will 
facilitate the transaction of insurance business in the State of Iowa. 
If it will have a tendency to kill off some of the numerous objec- 
tionable measures now before the legislature it will certainly do 
good service, even though it may prove superfluous in every other 
respect, 





How the adoption of the valued policy law in New Hampshire 
and the consequent withdrawal of insurance from that State 
affects propertyowners is indicated by an article in The Boston 
Commercial Bulletin, It takes for illustration the insurance 
placed upon the Manchester Opera House, amounting to $28,000. 
This insurance was formerly placed in twelve of the best com- 
panies in the country, having behind them assets amounting to 
$36,231,228. This amount of insurance is now placed in seven- 
teen companies, eight of which are mutual, and the seventeen hav- 
ing in the aggregate but $1,642,234 of assets with which to meet 
all their liabilities. Seven of these companies belong to other 
States and are little concerns, having but about $200,000 assets 
each, while the others are State companies, only one of which has 
any capital whatever, the others being mutual. The Bulletin takes 
a sensible view of the reported reduction of fire losses in the State 
since the withdrawal of insurance companies, by saying that these 
are simply evidences that propertyowners are taking unusual pre- 
cautions to protect their property from danger, thus indicating a 
sense of insecurity on their part that is by no means allayed by the 
formation of little State mutual companies, having neither experi- 
ence nor capital to do business with. The Bulletin, which has been 





watching insurance events very closely in New Hampshire, says 
that the people are not at all satisfied with the present situation, 
and do not deem the valued policy law that peculiar blessing that 
its advocates claim it to be. 





January and February witnessed a very large destruction of 
property by fire, and March, with its high winds, seems destined to 
keep up the record. The largest fire, thus far, of the month is re- 
ported from Akron, O., where, on Saturday morning, the oatmeal 
mills of Ferdinand Schumacher were partially consumed. The fire 
originated in a five-story brick building, used as a dry-house, from 
which numerous shafts led to an immense seven-story brick mill, 
thus affording communication for the flames from the dry-house to 
the mill. Both buildings were soon wrapped in flames, and the 
local fire department found ‘itself unable to control them. _Assist- 
ance was called from Cleveland, Canton and Kent, each of which 
places sent apparatus that did good service. The mill, the dry- 
house and a large elevator, containing 150,000 bushels of wheat, 
were destroyed, as were also the depot of the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio Railroad and the elegant dwelling of Mr. Schu- 
macher. The loss by this fire is estimated at over $1,000,000, but 
the loss to insurance companies will be far less than this sum, 





As an. indication of the growing demand in this country for life 
insurance of the best quality, it is noteworthy that since January 1, 
1880, the amount of insurance carried by the regular life compa- 
nies has increased more than fifty per cent. This is very satis- 
factory information for those engaged in promoting life insurance 
interests, and to none more so than the insurance press, whose 
vocation, though having but an indirect bearing on new business 
results, is not less important than those who skillfully apply the 
arguments of life insurance truth to hesitating individuals needing 
insurance protection, and by force of persistency secure their 
application. Doubtless the life agent, seeing the direct results of 
his work, receives stronger encouragement to greater effort than 
the insurance journalist, who day after day ploeds ahead and tries 
to conscientiously carry out his task of serving material where- 
with to educate the public to the necessity of life insurance. But 
classification of periodic statistics brings intelligence, to all con- 
nected with the profession, of the aggregate business results, and 
such results in recent years have been satisfactory to a degree 
inviting enthusiasm. Since the beginning of the present decade 
the life insurance business (without taking account of the transac- 
tions of assessment associations) has progressed at a rate that has 
noticeably outstripped the growth in the national population. 
Forty-seven regular life companies in 1879 wrote new business 
that amounted to $178,262,000, whereas the same companies in 
1885 wrote insurance policies approximating $463,000,000. Con- 
servatively making allowance for such variations as may occur in 
the corrected totals for 1885, it is nevertheless obvious that in the 
past seven years the insurance written annually has increased in 
the aggregate not less than 250 per cent. Such progress is not 
shown by any other industry. On January 1, 1880, the whole 
amount of insurance in force on the books of regular companies 
was $1,515,000,000. The corresponding amount in force at the 
beginning of the present year approximated $2,300,000,000, 
so that the ratio of increase is more than fifty per cent 
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Statistics show that 18,000,000 persons in this country are engaged 
in various business and agricultural pursuits, and are, so to speak, 
bread-winners. Assuming that one-third of that number, or 
6,000,000 persons, are heads of families, we find that the average 
insurance carried by individuals is slightly less than $400. Certain 
statisticians, we believe, have ventured to placé the average an- 
nual value of a man’s life in this country at $1000. On such an 
assumption, an idea can be gained of how much must be accom- 
plished in the life insurance field before it can be said that the 
American public; collectively’ considered, has secured sufficient 
insurance. No matter the degree of pressure brought to bear in 
inducing new business in the future, the field for life insurance 
remains practically inexhaustible. 





THE strike of the street car conductors and drivers in this city 
last week and of 9000 employees on the Western railroads, known 
as the Gould. system, indicate that the organization of labor in 
this country has reached a degree of perfection never before 
attained. This has been rendered necessary by the numerous 
aggressions upon the rights of labor made by the great corporations of 
the country, that are so greedy in accumulating wealth that their 
employees have been reduced to starvation wages. The policy of 
these corporations seems to have been to get the greatest amount 
of labor out of their employees at the least possible cost, and the 
aggressive attitude and arbitrary conduct assumed by the managers 
of these corporations have driven labor to the verge of despera- 
tion. For many years the laboring men have seen “the rich grow- 
ing richer and the poor poorer,” until forbearance ceased to be a 
virtue. Their resistance to these encroachments heretofore, when 
taking the form of strikes, have too often failed because of their 
lack of organization. But the strikes just terminated or now pend- 
ing show that the working men have improved the dull times of 
the last few years by perfecting their organization to such a degree 
that the orders issued by the executive committee of the Knights 
of Labor are implicitly obeyed by thousands upon thousands of 
workingmen. In this city when the order was given to “tie up,” 
every car was run into the stables, and not a driver, conductor or 
stableman could be found to do a stroke of work in order to keep 
them running. As a result, for nearly the whole of one busy day 
not a street car was running in New York, and on seven lines in 
Brooklyn traffic was also entirely suspended. The police were 
powerless, and the strikers had their own way. Managers of the 
roads had no alternative but to accede to the demands of the 
laboring men. As these demands were reasonable, and as no 
violence was indulged in by the strikers, public sympathy was in 
their favor from the first, and there was general rejoicing when 
they triumphed. One effect of this thorough organization of labor 
is seen in the control that is exercised by the leaders over the men 
on strike; but for such organization New York city would last 
week have becn a scene of riot and bloodshed, but the orders 
from the executive committee were simply to stop work and not to 
disturb property in any way. As a consequence, there was no 
disturbance, and but for the absence of the street cars in the city 
it would not have been known that a*labor demonstration of 
immense proportions was in progress. The same conditions have 
marked the strike of the employees of the Gould system of rail- 
roads. The men simply decline to work until their grievances are 
redressed, but in no way have they indulged in or countenanced 
the destruction of property or street disturbances. This very 

‘thorough organization of labor in the different trades, most of 





which are represented in the central organization known as the 
Knights of Labor, introduces a new and powerful factor in the 
commercial and industrial conditions of the country. What it may 
ultimately lead to time alone can tell. The indications, however, 
are that there is an impending conflict between labor and capital 
that cannot much longer be delayed. In the face of thorough 
organization, employing capital is virtually at the mercy of its 
employees. So long as the demands of the latter are reasonable 
and just, the sympathy of the general public will be with them, and 
will sustain them in all reasonable efforts to improve their condi- 
tion. A grave responsibility, however, rests upon the men con- 
trolling the Knights of Labor. Thus far they have shown them- 
selves to be possessed of diplomatic and executive ability of a high 
order, and not inclined to make unreasonable demands, while, at the 
same time, they have shown a readiness to make concessions and to 
meet the employing classes at least half way in adjusting difficulties 
between them. They claim that one of their objects is to reduce 
the hours of labor for the purpose of providing employment for 
more men, thousands of whom are now idle. They have expressed 
a willingness to accept a reduction of payment for the men em- 
ployed, proportioned to the reduction of the hours of service, thus 
making opportunity for the employment of more men. This is cer- 
tainly to be commended, as is anything that will furnish employ- 
ment to the great army of unemployed. The great corporations 
of the country, which derive all their rights from the people, are 
largely to blame for having brought about this contention between 
labor and capital. They have persistently ignored the rights of the 
people and devoted themselves to self-aggrandizement, resorting to 
many questionable and absolutely dishonest means to enrich them- 
selves, while denying to their employees such consideration as is 
due to every human being. They have over-worked them, under- 
paid them, treated them with the greatest harshness and handled 
them as though they were so many machines instead of men of 
flesh and blood, having all the attributes of humanity. Out of 
these great corporations have sprung the majority of our million- 
aires, whose ostentatious display of suddenly accumulated wealth 
has tended greatly to aggravate and drive to desperation the men 
whose toil was the stepping-stone to their wealth. The most suc- 
cessful means thus far adopted for the settlement of the contro- 
versies between labor and capital have been arbitration. In the 
case of the street car controversies, Commissioner O’ Donnell came 
upon the scene and, in his individual capacity, had the confidence 
of both sides, and in a very short time succeeded in reaching an 
agreement between the railway managers and their employees that 
was satisfactory to both, and the men at once resumed work. They 
have asked for similar arbitration in the Western railway strike, and 
the probability is that it will be granted and a settlement of the 
difficulty arranged. These labor organizations should bear in mind 
the fact that these railroad corporations have become public insti. 
tutions, necessary for the transaction of the industrial and com- 
mercial business of the country, and that to a certain extent their 
employees are in the public service. So long as they confine their 
protests against oppression to simply refusing to work they will be 
sustained by the public, but if they resort to rioting or to the de- 
struction of property, or adopt means of intimidation, there will come 
a reaction, public sentiment will be changed and become adverse to 
them, and without the moral support of the public the strikers can 
scarcely hope for success. They may temporarily gain their point, 
but an outraged public will remember the wrongs done, and, in its 
own good time, will have its redress. The situation is a delicate 
one at present, and must be treated with judgment and discretion 
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or serious trouble will result. When laboring men and mechanics 
in private employ enter upon a strike, the conditions to be con- 
sidered are very different from those where corporations are the 
alleged oppressors. It is necessary where strikes occur in our great 
industries that the strikers should consider all questions impartially, 
and strive to see matters from the employer’s standpoint as well as 
from their own. In no other way can justice be secured. The 
great principles of supply and demand control all our industrial en- 
terprises, while over-production and excessive competition are fac- 
tors that go far to establish the commercial value of the products 
of industry. These points are too apt to be ignored by laboring 
men when brought in conflict with their employers, and they fail to 
recognize all the conditions necessary to convert their labor into 
money. It has of late years been a frequent occurrence that fac- 
tories and mills have been kept running without profit to their 
owners, simply for the purpose of keeping their hands employed 
and giving them an equivalent in money for their labor and skill. 
Employers are as much entitled to compensation for their time 
and for the capital placed at risk, as are the workingmen to pay 
for their labor. If the latter become unreasonable in their de- 
mands, or oppressive in the methods adopted to enforce them, 
their demonstrations are doomed to ultimate failure. When all 
questions that may arise are submitted to arbitration, the necessity 
for strikes will have been largely overcome. 





Tue valued policy law went into operation in New Hampshire 
on January 1, 1886, and four months previous to that date, when 
the bill was passed by the legislature and signed, all the well-known 
fire insurance companies doing business in that State, recognizing 
that they could not, with safety, continue to take risks there while 
the obnoxious law remained on the statutes, by unanimous agree- 
ment among themselves, discontinued writing new business in the 
State, and notified the insurance department of their withdrawal. The 
public excitement that followed such withdrawal of insurance pro- 
tection has very nearly subsided, so much time having elapsed 
since the action of the companies, and no serious fire having occurred 
in New Hampshire in the meantime, and the fears of property- 
owners have unquestionably been allayed by the assurance pro- 
claimed by certain State demagogues that abundant capital would 
be forthcoming to establish new insurance companies to take the 
place of the retired companies. During the past four months there 
have been several companies formed in New Hampshire, and the 
air has been full of rumors about the organization of new insurance 
enterprises at various points in the State. Propertyowners, de- 
prived of the privilege of getting insurance from any other source, 
eagerly took advantage of such protection as the new companies 
could offer, and doubtless some large owners have been able to 
secure policies from the new organizations and from outside “ wild- 
cats,” promising in the aggregate as much insurance as they en- 
joyed before the trustworthy stock companies retired. But has it 
occurred to the minds of such propertyowners that insurance, like 
any other desirable commodity, commands value by measure of 
quality as well as by quantity? Fifty-five companies that with- 
drew from New Hampshire early last fall possessed available assets 
on January 1, 1886, aggregating $125,375,839. Every dollar of 
this large sum was pledged to redeem outstanding policy contracts 
in that as in other States. But how much money has been guar- 
anteed in New Hampshire in lieu of the insurance capital with- 





drawn? After the rumors of new companies here and there and 
all over the State have cleared away, we find that in the past year 
thirteen new companies—an unlucky number, by the way—have 
been launched in New Hampshire. Ready capital was exhausted 
after the organization of three stock companies, and the other eleven 
companies formed are on the mutual plan. The entire capital in- - 
vested in these thirteen companies and available for the protection 
of policyholders amounts to $469,050, a sum barely equal to the 
fire losses in New Hampshire from year to year. The record of 
insurance evolution in the State in the past year therefore stands 


as follows :

It is proper to say that several of the new companies have started 
under very favorable auspices and with excellent prospects of suc- 
cess. Nevertheless, propertyowners in New Hampshire have not 
sufficient grounds to derive much encouragement from the present 
insurance situation in that State. 





Wuy cannot the inevitable Grubb, of Indianapolis, take on some 
other form than that of a broker for “ wild-cat” companies? He 
recently expressed considerable indignation because we denounced 
as worthless “wild-cats” some of the companies with which he 
claims to be identified, and now he comes out with a special an- 
nouncement that he and his partners, doing underground business 
under the firm name of Grubb, Paxton & Co., have just been ap- 
pointed managers “for the Enterprise Insurance Company of 
Liverpool, England, with a registered capital of $1,000,000 ; also 
the Traders and General of Manchester, with a registered capital 
of $1,000,000.” Now Mr. Grubb knows that these companies have 
not $1,000,000 capital each, and his circular is a deliberate attempt 
to mislead. Anyone can organize an insurance company in 
England and have it registered on payment of the fee required, 
and may state the capital at any sum he pleases, but such registra- 
tion is no indication that the capital is paid in or even subscribed. 
Registration in England is a mere form, like filing a paper with a 
county clerk in this country. The Post Magazine Almanack of 
London, recently issued, gives a directory of all legitimate insur- 
ance companies of the United Kingdom, but we search the list in 
vain for the name of the Enterprise ; nor is it included in the list of 
new companies recently organized, and the presumption is that 
there is no such company, or else that it is of exceedingly recent 
creation. As to the Traders and General, with its $1,000,000 
“registered capital,” it is credited by the Almanack with an actual 
capital of $2535. Here is Grubb’s latest list of “ wild-cats,” ar- 
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ranged to show the amount of their “registered” and “actual” 
capital as nearly as we can ascertain:

The statement of registered capital is made by Mr. Grubb, but 
where we have said “no record,” we fail to find even the name of 
the company. If propertyowners wish to squander their money, a 
good way to do so is to buy insurance of Grubb in some of the 


above-named companies. 





THERE are a number of little two-penny companies in New 
York, more dead than alive, for whose continuance no reasonable 
excuse can be given ; they are of no benefit to the public, but they 
continue to drag out a precarious existence solely that their officers 
may live, a result not at all necessary to the well-being of the 
State. They do more to discredit the business of fire insurance in 
the estimation of propertyowners, and to foster bad practices in 
underwriting, than is compensated for by the salaries paid the officers 
or the dividends made to their few stockholders. What good pur- 
pose is served, for instance, by the Broadway, whose business, com- 
pared with that of some of the best and most trustworthy compa- 
nies, is like that of a peanut stand beside the Astor House trans- 
actions. The Broadway last year took in premiums $30,965, as 
against $40,493 in 1881; it paid $11,671 for losses, $21,300 for 
management expenses and $26,000 for dividends. That is to say, 
its officers and stockholders took out of it $16,300 more than its cur- 
rent business brought in. The interest earnings of the assets owned 
by the stockholders were not sufficient to pay the dividends, while 
losses and expenses more than consumed: the premium receipts. 
But of the $55,985 of total income, only $11,671 were returned to 
the public that supports it. The ratio of losses incurred to pre- 
mium receipts was 34.6, while the ratio of management expenses 
was 68.8, the company thus disbursing for losses and expenses 
alone $103 for every $100 of premiums received. The loss ratio 
was below the average, but the expenses of management were ex- 
cessive. Can anyone say what benefit the Broadwayis to the com- 
munity? The Exchange apparently comes in the same category 
of superfluous companies, It reduced its assets from $470,361 in 
1884 to $396,854, and its premium receipts fell off from $337,734 
to $184,192. Its losses were over 122 per cent of its premium 
receipts, and its management expenses over 35 percent. By re- 
ducing its reserve for reinsurance it was enabled to increase its sur- 
plus somewhat, but its total expenditures exceeded its total income 
by nearly $100,000, yet it paid $14,000 in dividends. It cost the 
company 158 per cent of its premium receipts to pay losses and 
expenses. The Firemens took nearly $60,000 in premiums, 
paid out $31,049 in losses, $32,797 for expenses of manage- 
ment and $14,280 in dividends. The Firemens paid out 103 
per cent of its premium receipts in losses and expenses. The 
Jefferson is another belonging to the class of expensive luxuries, 
it having paid 58 per cent of its premium receipts for losses 





and about 47 per cent for expenses. The Knickerbocker paid 
out similarly 106 per cent, and the Rutgers came inside the score 
with a record of 99.8 per cent. Notwithstanding the fact that 
current business failed to meet current disbursements, these 
companies all paid dividends with the utmost composure. There 
are others that belong in this category—we have them on our 
list—to which we shall direct attention in good time. How long 
they can continue this style of business remains to be seen, but, 
unless there comes to them a radical change of management and 
methods, the end is plain to see. Even now the inquiry is perti- 
nent “why are they permitted to cumber the earth?” We give it 
up, and refer the conundrum to Superintendent Maxwell. 





PRIVATE AND PUBLIC FIRE PROTECTION. 


E have frequently made reference to the New England 
mutual fire insurance companies that are devoted to the 
insurance of factories and mills, and pointed out the wonderful 
success that has attended their transactions. There are thirteen 
of these companies located in Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
that make it a business to insure the large cotton and woolen mills 
and other industrial properties in various parts of the country. 
The fundamental principle upon which they operate, and which 
tends to make them so successful as to enable them to furnish 
insurance to their members at a less rate than the stock insurance 
companies can afford to do, lies in the very thorough inspections 
made of the property in advance of insurance being granted, and 
also the very stringent requirements as to private fire protection 
for the property insured. They insist that the fire hazards shall be 
reduced to the minimum, and that the best methods known for 
protecting property from these minimum hazards shall be adopted. 
The success of these companies has led to the formation of similar 
companies in the West. We have just received the annual report 
of the Western Manufacturers Mutual Insurance Company of 
Chicago, incorporated with which is the annual report of the Cen- 
tral Manufacturers Mutual Insurance Company of Van Wert, O. 
Some of the statistics of losses given in this report present points 
of special interest to firemen. The Western Manufacturers, for 
instance, reports thirty-seven fires as having occurred in property 
upon which they carried large amounts of insurance. Thirteen of 
these fires resulted in the total destruction of the property attacked, 
and twenty-two of the thirty-seven are termed “ destructive,” the 
loss being in excess of $1500 upon each. The twenty-two de- 
structive fires are classified as to the means of fire extinguishment, 
as follows :

It will be seen from this that the public fire departments appear 
to disadvantage in factory fires, which is owing mainly to the fact 
that these factories are located at a distance from the public ap- 
paratus, which, in consequence, is usually delayed in arriving at the 
scene of the fire. As a necessary consequence of the isolation of 
these risks, adequate private apparatus with efficient watchmen on 
duty at all times, competent to use the apparatus efficiently, appear 
from this to be the chief requisites for fire protection of mill property. 
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In three cases of total destruction of property where private 
apparatus was provided, this was rendered useless from the fact 
that the fire broke out in the immediate vicinity of the pumps, and 
the men, who were on hand promptly, were unable to start them 
up. As a consequence, there was no steam with which to drive 
the pumps, and, of course, they were useless, the fire burning it- 
self out, because the means for extinguishing it were disabled at 
the outset. 

The importance of employing private watchmen is emphasized 
by the experience of this company, as will be seen by the small 
table here given of the twenty-two “destructive” fires mentioned :

A comparison of the table will indicate that immunity from se- 
vere losses has been secured mainly by efficient watchfulness and 
in adequate provision of private apparatus, this having been se- 
cured by the thorough inspection and absolute requirements of the 
company prior to the fires occurring as a condition precedent to the 
acceptance of the risk by the companies. The importance of hav- 
ing a watchman on the premises, whose movements must conform 
to the requirements of the time clock, is further shown from the 
fact that only one serious fire occurred in the premises where the 
watchman’s movements were recorded by the time clock, while in 
no case did a watchman without a time clock discover a fire in its 
inception. This is as good testimony to the efficiency and neces- 
sity of employing a time clock in connection with the watchman as 
we have anywhere seen. , 

The causes of fire in risks so well protected as are those of the 
manufacturers mutuals generally, present a curious study. We 
append a little table which shows these causes, as follows:

It will be observed that only two of these fires are attributed to 





causes which were purely accidental and unpreventable, those given 
as “unknown.” 

The report bears testimony to the necessity of protecting isolated 
risks of this kind by means of the automatic sprinklers ; it shows 
that it is difficult to over-estimate the value of this system that © 
never sleeps and is not dependent on human intervention. Hose 
can be cut, pumps disabled or neglected without discovery, public 
fire departments may be inaccessible, but a well arranged automatic 
system of sprinklers that cannot well be tampered with is not apt 
to fail in time of need. Statistics like these are valuable, as show- 
ing the care that is successful in protecting detached factories and 
large industrial establishments; but the great bulk of the fire losses 
of the country occur in the thickly populated cities, where the 
hazards are so numerous and so diversified and the occupancy of 
the buildings so varied, giving so many special hazards, that it is 
impossible to adopt this system of private fire protection to them. 
As a consequence, the public fire departments must be depended 
upon to contend with the great majority of fires, and however effi- 
ciently individual risks may be protected, such protection does not 
extend to the general public, or make any appreciable’ impression 
upon the aggregate of fire losses. 

Fire insurance companies, however, are learning from the ex- 
perience of these mill mutuals that their profit lies in inducing 
propertyowners to reduce the hazard of their risks and to do what- 
ever is in their power to prevent fires occurring.” When the num- 
ber of fires and the aggregate of losses can be reduced, the cost 
of insurance will be much less to propertyowners, and the profit to 
insurance companies will be considerably greater. 





ECHOES OF THE STREET. 


THERE are some signs of a movement among brokers looking to a con- 
certed demand upon the companies that the present brokerage allowed by 
tariff companies be raised to fifteen per cent upon rated risks. There will 
be a stout opposition to this course, and it is not likely to be granted. 
The effect will be to embitter certain brokers against certain companies, 
but the more important result will be to widen the breach between the 
tariff and non-tariff offices, The argument that the brokers will give the 
tariff companies more business at fifteen than ten per cent is altogether 
nonsensical so long as non-tariff companies pay twenty or twenty-five per 
cent commissions. The broker is only human ; he takes the largest com- 
mission in preference to the largest company every time. Asa small boy 
would say, ‘‘ That is what the broker is for.” 


* * * * 

WE are informed that the owners of the clothing stock on the corner of 
Broadway and Astor place, which was so seriously damaged by smoke, 
and which was found insured for less than fifty per cent of its value, is 
now fully covered by policies taken out since the fire. This is a sign of 
returning reason, and improves the risk far more than the iron beams 
and cemented floors. It is to the credit of the parties that they have 
so soon discovered the importance of harmonizing their interests with 
the underwriters instead of antagonizing them as is often the case. 


* * * * 

NorTICE was sent out from the board rooms on Saturday last that a small 
fire had been_extinguished in the warehouse Nos. 261 and 262 South street, 
in this city. The significant fact about the fire was the statement that a 
quantity of damaged cotton from the Staten Island stores was stored on 
the premises. 

* * * = 


RATEs on the Hudson River Railroad stores have been reduced from 
seventy-five to sixty cents for improvements in the arrangements for pro- 
tecting the property. The underwriters have covered millions upon mil- 
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lions of value in these stores. About once in two years there is a scare 
about the risks of fire and a rushing to and fro with notices of cancella- 
tion, but on the whole, the storage risks in the several sections are 
now regarded with more favor than usual. It will not be strange if com- 
panies which for two years have written these risks very sparingly at 
seventy-five will now seek them at sixty cents, If the old-time values 
abounded, the amount of required insurance would soon exhaust this and 
European markets.

THE large cotton fire in Montgomery, Ala., last week was painful to 
several of the English and large American offices whose headquarters are 
in this city. The risk is said to have been better than the average, and 
the large amounts held in iocal Alabama companies was proof of local 
confidence. There were some small sums reinsured in this city on account 
of the agency companies. 

* * ¥ x 

THERE are complaints that a dull streak has set in, which is quite un- 
usual for the first week in March, The truth is there is a tremendous 
competition for business, and this fact, coupled with reduced values, has 
made new business extremely scarce. All that is new to any company 
has been taken from some other company. Upon non-rated risks com- 
missions have taken a jump, and thirty per cent is now paid as a pre- 
tended offset to the ten per cent rated risks. In one office it is said to be 
acommon experience that for a rated risk offered with one not rated 
thirty per cent is paid on the latter, all of which is strictly in accordance 
with regulations and not at all in violation of any agreement, but never- 
theless it betokens dull times behind the counter. 

* * ve * 

THE beauty of horse car stables as fire risks had another illustration 
last week in the fire on Bushwick avenue, which caught the Nassau and 
other local Brooklyn companies for full lines, It must have occurred to 
the companies on Friday last, that if the strike, which continued one day, 
had been prolonged, that the moral hazard of such risk was measurably 
enhanced. By-the-by, we have not heard much of late regarding the pro- 
jected mutual company by or through which the horse railway companies 
were to become self-insurers,

THE resurvey of the dry-goods district is making rapid headway we are 
informed, and the solution of the mooted question of specific ratings will 
be nearer perfection than is imagined. 


* * * * 


THE promoters of the new fire insurance company, of which Mr. Hal- 
stead, formerly of Halstead, Haines & Co, and also the first president of 
the Mutual Fire of New York, is to be president, are quite sanguine of 
success. They claim that four-fifths of the capital is responsibly sub- 
scribed. The party who is named as the underwriter of the concern is a 
broker of average ability, but of little experience on the inside of the 
counter. 

# # * * 

THE fact that about a week ago the papers reported fires in an Episcopal 
chapel in Brooklyn, a Jewish synagogue in New York, a Catholic church 
in Wilkesbarre, a Methodist church in Wooster, O., and a Presbyterian 
church in Yonkers all the same day, tempted one of our agency friends to 
ask whether the Baptists and Congregationalists will allow themselves to 
be beaten in this way. 

* oa * * 

THERE is a big strike on the line of the Texas & Pacific Railway, and 
the question is, who is guarding the property against losses by fire? The 
companies holding the insurance are located in this city. 

¥ * # x 

THE companies which used to abuse New Yorkers, and still abuse them, 
for paying enormous commissions, will do well to look athome. We are 
told that Boston and Philadelphia and Baltimore are all paying more than 
ten per cent on rated risks. The Boston Tariff Association has issued a 
circular informing all licensed brokers that they are not permitted to 
receive over fifteen per cent upon rated risks, with the exception of a few 
authorized agents holding commissions from companies. If other cities 


wish to assist the New York offices to keep commissions to brokers at ten 





per cent, they will do well to settle upon a ten per cent basis in their own 
homes. The obvious disadvantage of paying fifteen per cent in Boston, 
where no rebate is allowed, and only ten per cent in New York, is quite 
apparent. 

* ” * * 

ComPANIES which are trying to carry on a legitimate business in the 
Produce Exchange and observe all the requirements of the Tariff Associa. 
tion, are considering why they do not obtain any risks, while their rivals 
are getting a double share. Elevator and storage risks, which used to 
flow toward the Royal and others spontaneously, are now directed to 
other offices, and there is a suspicion that the causes are somehow con. 
nected with payments of larger commissions than the compact allows. 

* * * * 

THERE was a very narrow escape from a serious fire in the Bixby black. 
ing factory on Front street a week ago. Had the firemen and patrol been 
detained from any cause five minutes, the companies would have had al- 
most, if not quite, a total loss, 

* * * * 

Tue English companies, undeterred by their experience in the loss on 
the Inman pier, are making a strong push for increased lines under floating 
policies. We believe one of them exempts the piers of the Anchor line 
from its floaters, and nearly all have a string of exempts in Jersey City 
and Hoboken which is quite suggestive. The floating policies held in 
this city must amount to millions in the aggregate.

A Bill Relative to the Transportation of Dangerous Explosives—Defining the Re- 
sponsibility of Safe Deposit Companies—Holding Examiners for Life Companies 
Accountable for Statements—The Two Per Cent Tax Bill as Amended—Rela- 
tive to Town Insurance Companies—A Bill Regarding Cancellations of Policies, 


[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] 

A bill has been introduced by Mr. Lawlor which empowers the several 
town boards in the State of New York to make and establish, for the pro- 
tection of life and property, rules, ordinances and regulations for the 
safe keeping of gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, or any other explosive or 
combustible material, within the several towns of this State, and for the 
regulation: of the manner or quantity in which said substances may be 
kept or conveyed through the public streets, avenues and highways of 
said towns, 

Speaker Husted’s bill, relative to the safe keeping and guaranteeing 
of personal property, is as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 15 of chapter 613 of the laws of 1875, entitled ‘‘ An 
act to authorize the formation of corporations for the safe keeping and 
Ss of personal property,” 1s hereby amended so as to read as 

ollows : 

Sec. 15. When the amount due for the use of any safe or box in the 
vaults of any such corporation shall not have been paid for three years 
such corporation may, at the expiration of such three years, cause to be 
sent to the person or persons in whose name or names such safe or box 
stands upon the books of such corporation, a notice in writing, contained 
in a securely closed post-paid registered. letter, directed to such person 
or persons at his or their respective post-office address or addresses as 
recorded upon the books of such corporation, notifying such person or 
persons that if the amount then due for the use of such safe or box is not 
paid within sixty days from the date of such notice, that such corporation 
will then cause such safe or box to be opened in the presence of the presi- 
dent or secretary or treasurer of such corporation and of a notary public, 
and the contents thereof, if any, to be sealed up by such notary public in 
a package, upon which such notary public shall distinctly mark the names 
and addresses of the person or persons in whose name or names such safe 
or box stands upon the books of such corporation, and that the package 
so sealed and addressed, when marked for identification by such notary 
public, will be placed by such notary public in one of the general safes 
or boxes of such corporation, and that such package shall thereafter be 
held for account of its owner or owners and at his or their own charge 
and risk only. Upon the expiration of sixty days from the date of mail- 
ing such notice as aforesaid, and the failure of the person or persons in 
whose name or names such safe or box stands upon the books of such 
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corporation to pay the amount due for the use of such safe or box in full 
up to the date of such notice, then such corporation may, in the presence 
of a notary public and of the president or secretary or treasurer of such 
corporation, cause such safe or box to be opened, and the contents 
thereof, if any, to be removed and sealed up by such notary public, ina 
package upon which such notary public shall distinctly mark the 
name or names and address or addresses of the person or persons 
in whose name or names such safe or box stood on the books of such cor- 
poration ; and when such package has been marked for identification by 
such notary public, it shall, in the presence of the president or secretary 
or treasurer of such corporation, be placed by such notary public in one 
of the general safes or boxes of such corporation, and the proceedings of 
such notary public shall be fully set out by him in his own proper hand- 
writing and under his official seal, in a book to be kept by such corpora- 
tion for that purpose; but such corporation and the officers thereof shall 
not be chargeable with any responsibility or liability in connection with 
the opening of such safe or box, or for the package containing the con- 
tents of such safe or box, if any, other than for reasonable care and dili- 
gence in keeping such package. 
Sec. 2, This act shall take effect immediately. 


Senator Pierce proposes to amend section 356 of the Penal Code so as 
to read as follows (amendments in brackets) : 


SECTION 356. A person who practices, or attempts to practice, medicine 
or surgery in this State, unless authorized so to do by a license or diploma 
from some chartered school, State board of medical examiners, or 
medical society, or who practices under cover of a license or diploma 
illegally or fraudulently obtained, is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
for the first offense by a fine of not less than $50 nor more than $200, and 
for any subsequent offense, by a fine of not less than $100 nor more than 
$500, or by imprisonment not less than thirty days, or by both such im- 
prisonment and fine. [A medical examiner for any life insurance com- 
pany, or for any health or casualty insurance company, or for any person 
seeking insurance therein, who shall knowingly make any false statement 
or report to such company or any officer thereof, concerning the health or 
bodily condition of any applicant for insurance, or concerning any other 
matter or thing which might affect the propriety of granting such insur- 
ance, shall be guilty of a eiodamsenest 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately. 


The bill regarding the volunteer fire departments—known as the ‘*‘ two 
per cent bill ’—in its latest form combines the three bills introduced by 
Assemblymen Fitch and Lawlor and Senator Griswold. The insurance 
committee of the Assembly reported it thus (amendments in brackets) : 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 465 of the laws of 1875, as amended by 
chapter 359 of the laws of 1876, is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec, 1. There shall be paid to the treasurer of the fire department of 
every city, [town] or incorporated village of this S:ate, for the use and 
benefit of such fire department, and when no treasurer of a fire depart- 
ment exists, then [to the supervisor of said town, or] to the treasurer [or 
other financial officer] of such city, [town] or village, who, for the pur- 
pose of this act, shall have the same powers as the treasurers of fire de- 
partments, on the first day of [February] of each year, by every person 
who shall act as agent for or on behalf of any individual or association of 
individuals, [or corporation] not incorporated by or under the laws of this 
State, [whose business is] insuring against loss or injury by fire upon 
property in this State, although such individual, association [or corpora- 
tion] may be incorporated for that purpose by any other State or country, 
the sum of $2 upon the hundred dollars, and at that rate upon the amount 
of all premiums which during the year, or part of a year, ending on the 
last preceding [31st] day of [December] shall have been received by such 
agent or person, or received by any other person for him, for insurance 
effected by him as such agent against loss or injury by fire, upon property 
situate within the corporate limits of such city, [town] or village. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of said act as so amended is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : 

Sec. 2. No person shall as agent for any [such] individual, association [or 
corporation as aforesaid], effect any insurance upon any property situate 
in any city, [town] or incorporated village of this State, upon which the 
above duty is required to be paid, or as [such] agent procure such insur- 
ance to be effected until he shall have executed and delivered to the 
treasurer of the fire department of the city, [town] or village in which the 
property insured is situated, or if no treasurer of a fire department exists, 
then [to the supervisor of said town or] to the treasurer or other financial 
officer of such city, [town] or village, a bond to such fire department in 
the penal sum of $500, with such sureties as such supervisor or treasurer 
shall approve, with a condition that he will annually render to said treas- 
urer, or other financial officer, on the rst day of [February] in each year, 
a just and true account, verified by his oath that the same is true of all 
premiums which, during the year ending on the [srst] day of [December] 
preceding such report, shall tees been received by him, or by any other 
person for him, for any insurance against Joss or injury by fire upon prop- 
erty situate in such city, [town] or village which shall have been effected 
or procured by him to be effected [by] any such individual, association 
[or corporation] not incorporated by the laws of this State as aforesaid, 
and that he will annually, on the rst day of [February] in each year, pay 
to said treasurer, [or supervisor], or other financial officer, $2 upon every 
hundred dollars, and at that rate upon the amount of such premiums. 





[But any such individual, association or corporation licensed to transact 
business in this State, on filing a bond in the penal sum of $2500, with 
the Superintendent of the Insurance Department, that it will make its ac- 
count and pay the tax as aforesaid, may effect such insurance in any city, 
town or incorporated village wherein it has no agent | 

Sec. 3. Section 3 of said act as amended by chapter 153 of the laws of 
1879, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: ; 

Sec. 3. Every [such agent, individual, association or corporation] who 
shall effect any insurance specified in the preceding sections of this act, 
without having executed and delivered the [proper] bond required by the 
preceding section, shall, for each offense, forfeit $200 for the use and 
benefit of the fire department of such city, [town] or village ; such penalty 
of $200 shall be collected by and in the name of the fire department, 
supervisor, treasurer or chief financial officer of the city, [town] or village 
in which the property insured is situated; and the treasurer or chief 
financial officer of any city, [town] or incorporated village, having no in- 
corporated firemen’s relief or benevolent society, receiving any money 
under the provisions of chapter 465 of the Jaws of 1875, as amended by 
chapter 359 of the laws of 1876, shall, on or before the fifteenth day of 
[Februaryj in each year, apportion and pay over all such moneys so re- 
ceived to the treasurers of such of the several fire companies as are duly 
recognized by the common council, trustees or supervisors of such city, 
village or town board of said town. And if he shall neglect or refuse to 
perform any or all of the duties required by this act, he shall be subject 
to a penalty of $200 for such neglect or refusal; and the foreman of any 
fire company shall be entitled to, and may maintain an action and sue 
for, in the name and for the benefit of such fire compary, any of the pro- 
portion of penalties prescribed by this act; and premiums. and penalties 
to which such company may be entitled under chapter 465 of the laws of 
1875, as amended by chapter 359 of the laws of 1876. But noaction shall 
be maintained or recovery be had in any court of this State for or on 
account of any such offense heretofore happening; nor shall any such 
court have power or authority to render judgment for or on account of 
any such offense heretofore happening, when such agent shall have paid to 
the party entitled to the same the premium required to be paid by section 
1 of this act, as amended by section 1 of chapter 369 of the Jaws of 1876. 

Sec. 4. None of the provisions of this act shall apply to the cities of 
New York or Albany. 

Sec. 5. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed, 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect immediately. 


This bill progressed in committee of the whole to-day, and stands some 
chance of passing. 

On March 3, the Assembly insurance committee made a report on what 
is known as the O’Brien bill. The title was changed so as to read, ‘‘An 
act relative to the election of directors of town insurance companies 
carrying on business pursuant to the provisions of chapter 739 of the laws 
of 1857 and chapter 305 of the laws of 1881.” 

The full text is as follows: 


SECTION 1. Any town insurance company, organized and carrying on 
business pursuant to the provisions of chapter 739 of the laws of 1857 and 
chapter 305 of the laws of 1881, is hereby authorized to choose of their 
number not less than five, nor more than nine, directors to manage the af- 
fairs of such company. Such directors shall be elected annually, and hold 
their office for one year; or such directors may be divided into classes 
and a portion only elected each year, and hold their office for such term 
not exceeding three years as said company shall determine in its by-laws, 
Such directors shall choose one of their number president and one secre- 
tary, and shall hold office until their successors are chosen. 


A bill introduced by Curtis, chairman of the Assembly committee on 
insurance, is said to refer more particularly to Western companies doing 
business in New York. It is as follows (amendment in brackets) : 


SECTION 1. Section 3 of chapter 110 of the laws of 1880, entitled ‘‘An 
act to regulate the examinations and reports of fire and fire and inland 
navigation insurance companies,” is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 3. Any person, company, association or corporation transacting 
the business P fire or fire and inland navigation insurance in this 
State, shall cancel any policy of insurance hereafter issued or re- 
newed at any time by the request of the party insured or his legal repre- 
sentatives, and shall return to said party or his legal representatives, as 
aforesaid, the amount of premium paid less the customary short rate 
premium for the expired time of the full term for which said policy has 
been issued or renewed, anything in the policy to the company notwith- 
standing ; [provided, however, that where a note is taken in part or in 
whole payment of the premium, in addition to the customary short rates, 
the company shall be entitled to deduct the expense of obtaining the risk 
and issuing the policy]. LANCASTER.

A CINCINNATI paper recently printed a long article on results of life in- 
surance in recent years, making some praiseworthy comments, from which 
the following is extracted : 


No more striking testimony as to the practical value of life insurance 
has, perhaps, ever been given than in the valedictory address of the presi- 
dent of one of these thirty-four companies, who recently resigned his office 
after thirteen years of service. In the course of an interesting review of 
the company’s history, during his incumbency, he noted the fact that 
$4,688,626 had been paid out for death losses during that period, being 
distributed among 2053 policyholders, and added this extraordinary state- 
ment : 

-“ Not one of these death losses has been paid except by checks, which 





it has been my privilege to sign, and I do not hesitate to say at least that 
nine-tenths of these deceased members of our company left no other es- 
tate, as they passed away from earth, but their life insurance, and that the 
insurance of the other one-tenth was, in the majority of cases, absolutely 
necessary to save what other property they left from going into the hands 
of mortgagees or creditors.” 

But the record of what life insurance has done during another twelve 
months does not stop with the statement of these payments for death 
losses. Tothousands in middle life and old age and with whom the pro- 
ductive period had passed, came a practical realization of the benefits of 
the various forms of endowment insurance, enabling them to pass the 
afternoon and evening of their lives in comfort, dependent neither upon 
the aid of kindred nor the charity of the public. ,

—There was an interesting meeting held by the State Board of Fire 
Underwriters at Dallas, Tex., on February 23, which was attended by 
underwriters from New Orleans, St. Louis, Toronto, Galveston, Cleve- 
land, New York, Philadelphia and other cities, 
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—Charlotte, Mich., has awarded contracts for water-works to cost 
$80,000, 

—The Chicago Fire Department got an appropriation this year of 
$808,411. 

—A. S. Reeves, a Cincinnati underwriter, died at his residence in 
Covington, Ky., a few days ago. 


—Chicago has placed in commission during the last thirty days, a new 
engine company and a new hook and ladder company. 

—Granger Smith & Co. of Chicago will, on May 1, extend their 
offices so as to include No. 156 as Well as No, 158 La Salle street. 


—The Western Fire and Marine Insurance Company, San Francisco, 
has been reinsured in the State Investment and Insurance Company of 
the same city. 

—The Atlantic Mutual Life has paid its registered policyholders in full, 
and the non-registered ones have been paid sixty-five per cent of their 
claims and will receive more yet. 


—Detroit, Mich., has determined to have all her telegraph poles re- 
moved and the wires put under ground. The report of the fire marshal 
who has been engaged in investigating the cause of the $2,000,000 Ferry 
fire of last New Year’s Day, reports that in his opinion it was caused by 
electric light wires. 

—Lewis H. Bellinger of Greenville, N. J., formerly agent for the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, and later for the defunct 
Knickerbocker Life, committed ‘suicide at Canajoharie, N. Y., a few days 
ago. He was a man who owned considerable property, and he evidently 
killed himself on account of imaginary troubles, 


—Forty-six skating rinks have burned in the past fourteen months, 
according to The Insurance Monitor, and nearly all of these hazardous 
. Structures were insured for greater or less amounts and insurance capital 
was encroached upon in order to make good their worthless loss—a 
paradox in which there is more truth than poetry. 


—Six of the principal Pennsylvania agents of the 4tna Life Insurance 
Company visited the head offices of the company at Hartford during the 
past week. Their names are as follows: C, H. Brush and J. F. Jaggers 
of Philadelphia, Christopher Wren of Plymouth, M. Reasoner of Wilkes- 
barre, C. W. Kirkpatrick of Scranton and J. Nyce of Hawley. 


—Atlanta, Ga., had thirty-three alarms of fire in January and February, 
and the losses thereby did not reach $5000. Such a number of alarms and 
the low loss is remarkable for Atlanta. The fire department there is well 
organized ; in the latter part of February a new Hayes truck with a sixty- 
five foot ladder was received and a new engine-hose is now building. 


—The plan adopted by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company in insur- 
ing the lives of its employees will probably be modified so that the in- 
surance will not be compulsory. The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers have carefully considered the insurance scheme, and they have 
advanced the argument to the company that the compulsory idea is an 
infringement of personal liberty which the men will not submit to. 


—The marine insurance firm of Crosby & Gunning of Buffalo is dis- 
solved. Mr. Gunning has become a member of the firm of Pfohl & Co., 
brokers, and Captain Crosby expects to locate at Chicago. In that case 
local agents will be appointed for the three companies of the late big four 
—the Thames and Mersey, the Union, and the State of Pennsylvania—and 
their general agency will be taken to Chicago, They will only.do cargo 
business, 


—The New Hampshire Manufacturers Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of Concord, of which Oliver Pillsbury, the able New Hampshire 
Insurance Commissioner, has been elected president, began doing busi- 
ness on March 1. The Peoples of Manchester, with a capital of $250,000, 
and the Granite State of Portsmouth, with a capital of $200,000, new New 
Hampshire companies, have been admitted to do business in Massachu- 
setts. The latest company started in the Granite State is the Guaranty 
Fire of Great Falls, 


—The Prudential Insurance Company of Newark gave an annual 
dinner in that city a few evenings ago to the directors, superintendents 
and successful field staff for the last three months of 1885, At this dinner 





President John F, Dryden presided, and there was considerable gratifica. 
tion expressed over the business results of the past year. This company 
pursues a commendable plan of awarding prizes for successful canvassers, 
In the last three months of 1885 the Elizabeth district carried off eight out 
of forty-five prizes among 2400 contestants. 


—The New York Alliance, which is not a religious newspaper but an 
insurance combination, composed of the Pacific and New York Kowery 
Fire Insurance Companies, doing an agency business in the West under 
that name, made a gratifying statement on January 1. The cash assets of 
over $1,500,000 is invested in government bonds to the extent of almost 
$1,000,000, and the balance in very clean securities. The capital is 
$500,000, and the liabilities less than $500,000, so that the surplus to pol- 
icyholders is over $1,000,000, E, W. Lyman is general agent at Chicago, 


—The new Millers Mutual Insurance Company of Milwaukee has 
elected the following officers: Wisconsin Mutual Insurance Company— 
President, J. A. Kimberly, Neenah ; vice-president, William Sanderson, 
Milwaukee ; secretary, S. H. Seamans, Milwaukee ; treasurer, Rudolph

is to be conducted after the plan of the New England mutuals. 


—The Indianapolis insurance compact has issued a list of insurance 
companies authorized to do business in Indiana, which is verified by 
certificate of T. B. Messick, chiefclerk in the insurance department, The 
circular is issued for the information of propertyowners and in the inter- 
est of authorized companies as against outside companies that are said to 
be soliciting ‘‘ underground” insurance in the State. An Indianapolis 
paper says that “the list contains the names of thirteen non-board com. 
panies, rating them equally well with board companies, .but omits all men- 
tion of the Franklin and Indiana companies of this city.” 


—The Scottish Union and National Insurance Company has made it a 
custom to distribute, from time to time, artistic studies from nature and 
from the works of man among its agents, friends and patrons. In times 
past we have received, through the courtesy of M. Bennett, Jr., United 
States manager, a fine picture of Loch Lomond with Ben Venue in the dis- 
tance, an excellent reproduction of Rosa Bonheur’s lion head, a picture of 
Scottish scenery in the neighborhood of the oid home of Walter Scott, 
and the company has recently prepared for presentation to its friends a 
reproduction of a painting by the late Horatio Macculloch, the subject of 
which is Inverlochy Castle, in Invernessshire, Scotland, with towering 
mountains in the background. 


—The Phenix Insurance Company of Brooklyn has appointed R. A. 
Waller & Co., agents for Chicago. T. R. Burch, the general agent at 
Chicago, will continue as heretofore a local agent for the company, but 
Waller & Co. are not restricted as to their district, and will be able to 
serve their customers with Phenix policies in any part of the city.

—J. Montgomery Hare, manager of the Norwich Union; Clarence 
Knowles, manager of the Germania at Atlanta; John C. Whitner, man- 
ager of the Merchants of Newark at Atlanta; Livingston Mims, manager 
of the Home of New York at Atlanta; N. G. Lauve, manager of the 
Commercial of California at Austin, Tex., and other insurance men have 
been in New Orleans in the past week discussing a plan for a compact’ 
among the companies. The local agents and officers of New Orleans 
companies were present at the sessions, which were presided over by 
W. R. Lyman, president of the Crescent Company. Executive sessions 
were held, and reporters were not admitted, so that the outcome of the 
convention is not yet definitely known, but it is understood that whole- 
some steps have been taken for the regulation of the business, for the es- 
tablishment of rates on a schedule basis.
